GOVERNMENT CLERKS NOT 80 LIBERAL 


In Responding tothe Appeals of the 
Politicians. 


ANEW SCHEME FOR VOTING THE CLERKS 


Without Requiring Their Return to the 
sStates—An Employe Who Is Adverse 
to Working on Saturday, Etc. 


WASHINGTON, October 22.—[Specia].|—The 
experience of this year has established the fact 
that the practice of working government clerks 
tor political purposes is practically at an end. 
The state elections of this year are particularly 
important and far reaching in the bear:yg they 
have upon the campaign of next year, but it 
bas been demonstrated that the political 

are getting mighty little of the sinews 
of war out of the pockets of the Washington 
office holders. In the past, when Jay Hub- 
bell ran the machine, a large percentage of 
the campaign expenses could be assessed and 
collected from the federal office holders, the 
understanding being that it wasa matter of 
bread and butter with them. This year itis 
doubtful if the money collected from that 
source will pay for the priuting and posting of 
the circulars sent to the clerks. 

There Was Disappointment. 

About the only two state committees that 
attempted it were the republican committees 
of Ohio and Pennsylvania respectively. The 
former sent an agent here to receive the 
money, and inspire the republican clerks 
with zeal to go home and vote. In 
both respects there was disappointment. 
The clerks said that if they were 
obliged to go home to vote, the expenses 
thus incurred should be regarded as a sufficient 
campaign contribution. They were then asked 
to pair with democrats here, and send the 
amount that would be represented by their 
traveling expenses to the state committee. 
This proposition did not meet with success, 
and Captain Lowry, who was conducting the 
enterprise for the republican state committee 
of Ohio, on his last trip to Washington, ad- 
mitted that the clerks had failed to respond. 
A number in the treasury department had 
made small contributions, but this was evi- 
dently because Charles Foster was at the head 
of the department, and they sought favor in 
his sight. 

No persona! efforts were made to rally the 
Pennsylvan‘a republicans, though two issues 
of begging circulars have been sent to them by 
mail. A small contingent will go home to 
vote, because it is not an expensive trip, but 
such a thing as a contribution other than from 
the high-salaried ofticials has not been heard 
of. Heretofore on the occasions of the fall 
elections the railways have furnished special 
rates and specia! trains. This year the busi- 
ness has not been even worth looking for, 
and ali the rates that the railways wil! con- 
cede is the usual excursion discount for parties 
of ten, which can be obtained at any time by 
anybody. The bulldozing of government 
clerks for party purposes is practically obliter- 

_ ated from American politics. 
Captain Ross's Scheme. 

Captain Ross, a treasury clerk who is a rela- 
tive of Grant and who bears a marked resem- 
blance tothe general when the latter was 
alive, is engaged in promoting an idea to have 
the clerks entitled to votein their respective 
states, de their balloting in Washington, just 
as the troops in service were perinitted to do 
during the war. His ideais to have the gov- 
ernment provide the facilities, each state to 
have a balloting place, where votes can be de- 
posited underthe same regulations as would 
apply were the elector voting at home. The 
returns would then be made up and officially 
certified, to be afterwards forwarded to the 
election officers in the states. 

There has not been much encouragement 
given this idea except among the clerks them- 
selves. In the first place it is not the govern- 
ment’s business to run state elections, and 
there seems to be no reason why special facili- 
ties should be provided at the national ex- 
pense jor clerks who are too indifferent to go 
home to attend the polls. The fact that the 
proposition is discussed at all serionsly shows 
that the clerks do not intend in the future to 
trouble themselves much about state elections. 

He Will Not Resign. 

James R. Austin, a clerk in the fifth 
auditor’s office, a few days ago sent to Auditor 
Cantter a letter in which he set forth that he 
was a believer in the religious doctrine that 
the seventh day of the week, instead of the 
first, isthe scriptural Sabbath, and that he 
had conscientious scruples against working on 
Saturday. He asked if some arrangement 
could not be made by wnich he could be re- 
lieved from service on that day. 

Auditor Cautter could not see bis way clear 
to accede to the request, and officially referred 
the letter to Secretary Foster. The secretary 
was in a like quandary, and in turn referred 

- the letter to Assistant Secretary Crounze, who 
i a good Presbyterian, and asked him to re- 
port, which he did today. 

Judge Crounse says that in his opinion the 
department cannot change its usual days of 
labor to accommodate itself to this man’s re- 
ligious belief. He expresses the opinion that 
the Mosaic law is obsolete, and that if Mr. 
Austin’s conscience smites him so severely 
that he cannot be at his desk on Saturday, 
there is no way but for him to resign. The 
judge thinks there will be no difficulty in till- 
ing the vacancy. He says he has the utmost 
respect for Mr. Austin’s religious opinions, but 
the government cannot pay him full wages 
for five day’s services each week, nor can it 
keep the treasury department open on Sunday 
to permit him to work on that day. It is not 
likely that Austin will resign.

FLORIDA FARMERS. 


The Day Taken Up by Discussing Amend- 
ments to the Constitution. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., October 22.—[Special.] 
Wednesday night’s session of the State 
Farmers’ Alliance was prolonged till nearly 1 
o'clock this morning. At 12:30 o’clock the 
delegates reached a baliot on the question of 
adopting the Ocala demands (including the 
subtreasury bill), and endorsed the platform by 
a vote of 71 to5. United States Senator Pas- 
coe and Judge J. G. Speer, of Orange county, 
who. was the alliance candidate for United 
States senator against Wilkiuson Cali, voted 
against the Ocala demands. | 

Today’s sessions were taken up chiefly by 
the discussion of amendments to the constitu- 
tion and by the election ot officers.

The State Farmers’ Alliance at 1 o'clock 
this morning, after a discussion lasting from 9 
o'clock Wednesday night, endorsed the Ocala 
demands by a vote of 71 to5. Senator Pasco 
voted against the amendment, being opposed 
tothe subtreasury bill. Today was devoted 
to work on amendments to the constitution. 
This afternoon A. P. Baskin was elected 
president, Mr. Rogers declining re-election.

The fertilizer trade increased 50 per cent, 14,925 
tons of alliance fertilizer having been so.d. 
The gross amount of sales for the past year was 
8494, 000.

REPUBLICANS LOWERING FIGURGS. 


And Democrats Confident of Carry- 
ing Ohio. 


CAMPBELL WILL HAVE ENOUGH VOTES 


To Overcome the Majority Against Him in 
Hamilton County—How the Camp- 
bell Men Figure. 


Col uvunvs, O., October 22.—[Spectal. 
The prospect of democratic success in 
Ohio is brighter today than it has 
been at any time during the campaign, 
McKinley’s managers are wearing out 
their lungs, claiming the state by pluralities 
ranging from 10,000 to 25,000, basing their 
predictions on from 10,000 to 15,000 majority 
for the republican ticket in Hamilton county, 
where democratic disaffection exists. Since 
the great joint meeting held by Governor 
Campbell and Judge Crisp in Cincinnati last 
Monday, however, it is evident that a surprise 
is in store for the republicans in that county, 
anda feeling of uneasiness has supplanted 
that of contidence and braggadocio, 

Reducing the Majority. 

Some of McKinley’s managers are inclined 
already to lop off about five thousand of the 
majority heretofore claimed in Hamilton 
county. Colonel Jim Neal, the brilliant 
young political general, who is conducting 
Governor Can.pbell’s cainpaign, believes that 
the governor will go to Hamilton county 
with 10,000 majority, and that that county 
will not give McKinley over 4,000 at 
the outside. This would elect Campbell by 
about five thousand. It is evident 
that ont of a total of 800,000 votes, figurin 
down to such asmal! majority, means thee 
the state isfin the balance and may tip either 
way on November 3d. Asa matter of fact the 
uncertain quantity in the contest is the farmer 
vote. The people's party is rapidly going to 
pieces and the managers of both the old 
parties are figuring that whatever strength it 
does poll will be divided about equally be- 
tween the democratic ard republican parties, 

The unknown quantity, however, is what 
portion of the republican farmers will bolt Mo- 
Kinley en account of the tariff. A 1 per cent 
defection would wipe him out, and there is ab- 
solutely no way of determining before the bal- 
lots are counted what the defection will 
amount to. 

A Lack of Campaign Funds. 

The democrats are handicapped by a lack of 
campaign funds. They are doing the best they 
can on no money at all, but it is uphill work. 
The republicans, on the other hand, have had 
over one hundred thousand dollars contributed 


by protective manufacturers in the east, and 


state and federal office holders here. It takes 
a good deal of grease, however, tiils year o 
make the republican machine cut a full swath: 
The $100,000 is already exhausted, and today 
Chairman Hahn, of the republican committee, 
made another levy on the Pennsylvania iron 
men, who get more benefitj from protection 
than any other industry in the United States. 
The Pittsburg men alone gave $25,000. 
Andrew Carnegie's Contribution. 

A list of contributors to this corruption fund 
is in the possession of Chairman Neal. Andrew 
Carnegic gave $5,000. It is expected 
that the iron men will again step up to the 
counter and settle with as much alacrity as 
they did the first time. They realize that Mc- 
Kinley's defeat will break the backbone of the 
McKinley ultra-protection system and they 
are not begrudging the few dollars they con- 
tribute from their profits tosave him. Camp- 
bell is making a wonderful fight. His meetings 
at Toledo and Cleveland were the largest that 
have been held at those places for years. 

Judge Crisp is doing good work in the state. 
The democrats here are preparing for a gi- 
gantic meeting next Saturday night at which 
the judge will be the principal speaker. Rep- 
resentative Bynum, of Indiana, will be one of 
the other speakers. H. N. T.

An Influential Cardinal Talks About the 
Pantheon Incident. 

Roux. October 22.—An Associated Press 
correspondent has had another interview with 
an influentia! cardinal who stands near the 
pope, the subject being the recent demonstra- 
tions against pilgrims because of the pantheon 
incident. His eminence says an investigation 
by the vatican authorities shows that the Pan- 
theon affair was prearranged by the Italian 
government, afded by Menotti Garibaldi, and 
that the other governments of Europe were 
privy to the intentions of the conspirators. In 
reply tothe question as to what the pope 
would do eventually, the cardinal said he did 
not know that he had sent a diplomatic note 
to nuncios abroad describing the real signifi- 
cance of the pantheon scandal, and he added: 

“I can say, however, even today, that inci 
dent will have most serious consequences for 
Italy, for the vatican and for the situation in 
general. The relations between Italy and the 
pope, between the faithful and Rome, and, 
perhaps, between the state and the vatican 
will certainly be seriously modined.“

DISTRESS IN RUSSIA. 


The Local Governments Unable to Supply 
Food for the Starving. 

Sr. Petrerspura, October 22.—Reports from 
the provinces of Sunborsk and Samara show 
that the local government is unable to cope 
with the prevailing distress, and that relief has 
not reached more remote districts. The work 
of distribution is not properly organized. 
Numbers of prosperous persons are receiv- 
ing help, while many who are entirely desii- 
tute are dying of hunger. The authorities have 
forbidden the local press to record the state of 
affairs. —The zemstros (or provincial assemblies) 
are panic stricken and are unab e to remedy the 
discord. Supposed reserves of grain are missing. 
It has been discovered that when the ozar 
ordered the distribution of the reserve grain in 
the government granaries, the officials did not 
dare to acknowledge that the stores were 
empty, and tried to make up the deficiency 
from the military granaries in order to concea! 
the peculation. It is feared that this will 
greatly hamper the military commissariat in 
the event of Russia engaging in var. 

The funds for the relief of the starving peo- 
le have also been deplorably mismanaged. 
u some districts which are under powerful 

patronage there is more than an abundance of 
relief, while in other districts no heed is paid 
to the starvihg peasants. Many government 
employes complain that their superiors deduct 
a certain amount from their wages for the re 
lief fund, thereby leaving them poverty 
stricken, 


THE THAMES OVERFLOWS, 


A Fierce Gale Raging in Great Britain. 
Damage to Shipping. 

Lonpon, October 22.—A gale is again raging 
fiercely over England, Ireland, Wales and the 
south of Scotiand and more stories are coming 
to hand of vessels ashore and in distress in va- 
rious ways and in — localities. The 
Thames has risen so high that it floods Wind- 
sor Meadows, race course and play grounds at 
Eton and reat stretches of country 
around Marlow aud Maidenhead. 
Instances are abundant of dwellings 
surrounded by water and cut off from all com 
munication except by boats. Mail boats cross- 
ingthe English aud Irish channels report 
rough times and considerable danger. Four- 
teen people were rescued from a bark ashore 
at Sandgate by lile-savers. Vessels in the 
downs are dragging anchors, and one bark is 
fiving distress signals, but lifeboats have been 
unable to reach her. 


Storms in Spain. 

MADRID, October 22.—Vast tracts of land to the 
south of Sierra Nevada have been submerged by 
floods caused by recent rainstorms. Cadiar river, 
with its tributaries, has overflowed the plains of 
Albunot, Berschalez and Usrvicon.

DUNHAM RELEASED. 


The Slayer of Young Cunningham Is 
at Liberty. 


NO TRUE BILL FOUND AGAINS? HIM, 


The Jury Believing He Was De- 
fending His Wife’s Honor. 


THE PROCEEDINGS IN THE COURTROOM, 


Dunham’s Friends Hasten to the Jail, 
Carry the News and Congratu- 
late the Prisoner, 


MontTaomeEryY, Ala., October 22.—[Special.] 
Captain B. Dunham, the slayer of young Cun- 
ningham, walked from the jail this afternoon 
a free man. The grand jury, which has been 
in session several days, refused to find a true 
bill, believing that Dunham acted in defense 
of the honor and the good name of his wife. 
The hour of 3 o’clock this afternoon was fixed 
for the report of the grand jury, and at that 
time Judge Arrington was in his place at the 
courthouse ready to hear it. 

Among those present in the courthouse were 
Governor Watts, who was leading counsel in 
the preliminary investigation of the killing of 
young Cunningham by Colonel B. Dunham, 
as well as several of the officials of the Mid- 
land rai road under Colonel Dunham, For 
some reason the jury did not report promptly 
at 3 o’clock, and nearly half an hour elapsed 
before the body entered the court from the 
grand jury room. 

Foreman C. Sellars delivered a number of 
indictments to Judge Arrington and then read 
to the court the report. 

The jury found a total of seventy-seven in- 
dictments. Solicitor Lomax stated that there 
were u numberof persons in the county jail 
against whom no true bills had been returned 
and read the list, the first name being that of 
Captain Dunham. 

The Discharge Order Issued. 

The court directed Clerk Matthews to issue 
an order discharging the parties named from 
custody, 

Ex-Governor Watts asked the solicitor the 
nature of the investigation as tothe charge 
against Dunham, and on being informed asked 
that record of the grand jury investigation be 
entered on the minutes of the court; the order 
was made. 

A number of Dunham’s friends who were 
in the courthoul ran out as soon as the an- 
nouncement was made to carry the news to 
him. Dunham was standing in the jail yard 
surrounded by a number of his friends, and as 
soon as he received the joyful tidings the 
friends about him pressed hearty congratula- 
tions on him. The jury is said to have stood 


four against the bill and twelve for a true bill. 


HOW -WHITTHORNE WORKED IT. 


The Cashier of the Shelbyville Bank on 
* al for erjury. . 
NAsHvVILLE, Tenn, October -22:—fspectal.} 
Hon. Edmund Cooper, president and owner of 
the late Nationa! bank of Shelbyville, was on 
the witness stand today in the federal court 
and testitied against Brom R. Whitthorne, 
who was cashier of the bank, and is new on 
trial, charged with making false entries on the 
bank's books, and with perjury in having 
sworn to false reports to the comptroller of the 

currency. 

This bank closed its doors about two years 
ago, and Whitthorne, it is alleged, was the 
cause of its being totally wrecked, having, 
without the knowledge of Mr. Cooper, redis- 
counted $135,000 of pape, The failure 
of the bank took nearly all of Mr. Cooper's 
accumulations of a lifetime. 

Two indictments were returned against Mr. 
Whitthorne, in one of which there are 113 
counts. The trial is exciting great interes 
as Whitthorne is a member ofalarge an 
widely-known family, being a brother of the 
late Congressman Whitthorne. 

In his testimony today Mr. Cooper told how 
the bank was organized seventeen years ago, 
He had been an intimate friend of Whit 
thorne’s father; had known Whitthorne from 
boyhood, and never doubted his integrity. It 
had been his custom to daily examine a state- 
ment ofthe bank’s condition prepared by 
Whitthorne. These corresponded with the 
statements returned to the comptroller of the 
currency. His rst knowledge of any irreg- 
ularities in the management of the bank was 
not til] about the middie of October, 
1889, after the run on the bank 
had commenced, but even then the 
irregularity was asmali matter which he be- 
lieved was an oversight on the part of the 
cashier. After the run commenced Mr. 
Cooper said he paid out of his individual 
funds something over thirty thousand dollars 
to depositors, although the statement of the 
condition of the bank as made by Mr. Whitt- 
horne showed a much less sum than this on 
deposit. He said that not until November 
4th, after the supension of the bank, slid he 
learn the bank was insolvent. Until this time 
he had not learned of the large amount of 
rediscounted paper which finally proved to be 
about one hundred and thirty-five thousand 
dollars. 

Incidentally Mr. Coopersaid that he had 
bought all the claims against the bank except 
$7,000 in the hands of a Leadville bank and 
$3,000 held by a McMinavilfe bank, so that 
now with these two exceptions heis the sole 
creditor of the old National bank of Shelby- 
ville. Mr. Whitthorne himself will proba- 
bly take the witness stand tomorrow, he be- 
ing the only witness for the defense.

"Growing out of the Arrest of a 
Negro Man. 


GUNS WERE BROUGHT INTO THE AFFAIR, 


And One White Manand Two Negroes Bit 
the Dust—Stray Shots During 
the Night. 


Macon, Ga., October 22.—[Specia!.]—Par- 
ties arriving in Macon state that there was 
something of a race riot last night at Rhine, 
Dodge county. The trouble grew out of a 
bailiff trying to arrest a negro for whom he 
had a warrant. The bailiff went to the negro’s 
house to serve the warrant. The negro 
met him at the depot and de- 
fied him, The bailiff told the 
negro he might as well take things quietly 
and submit to arrest, but the negro couldn't 
see it that way. He picked up a rifle that was 
standing in the doorway and fired at the 
bailiff. The ball took effect in the officer's 
arm, making a painful but not a seri- 
ous wound. The officer returned to 
town and told what had hap- 
pened. A party of men soon gathered 
to go and arrest the negro. In the meantime 
the negro was not idle, and he circulated 
among his friends and told what had hap- 
pened at his house. When the party which 
had assembled to assist the bailiff arrived at 
the negro’s house they were confronted by a 
half dozen negroes, who were allarmed. A 
fight took place. Quite a number of shots 
were exchanged. 

One of the white men, Jack Sharpe, was 
killed, and two negroes, Alex Sundy and Sim 
Thornton, were killed. A white man, whose 
name could not be learned by your correspond- 
dent, was also hurt. The trouble lasted about 
an hour, and all through the night stray shots 
were heard about the little town. 


NEW ROUTE FOR MACON. 


What President Hawkins Says About the 
Wonderful 8. A. M. Road. 


Macon, Ga., October 22.—[ Special.] — Presi- 
dent Hawkins, of the Savannah, Americus and 
Montgomery railway, passed through Macon 
today in his private car, Louise, on his re- 
turn home from a trip to Atlanta. 
He was accompanied by his daughter, 
Miss Nannie Lou Hawkins, and Miss 
Jennie Hollis, two very charming young 
ladies of Americus. 

At present the Savannah, Americus and 
Montgomery road is being fast extended to 
Montgomery. Of this extension President 
Hawkins talked interestingly. 

He said that only a small portion of the 
work remains to be done before the Savannah, 
Americus and Montgomery is running into 
Montgomery. Now that the bridge across the 
Chattahoochee is about complete the timbers 
needed in putting up several trestles on the 
Alabama side can be hurried forward, and 
there need be no other delay inthe work. It 
is expected that the Savannah, Americus and 
Montgomery will be running regular schedules 
into and out of Montgomery by December Ist, 

When this connection is made the Savan- 
nah, Americus and Montgomery will be a 
lively competitor with other roads entering 
Macon for western business. The Savannah, 
Americus and . will have from 
Montgomery to Cordele. From Cordele the 
Georgia Southern and Florida will bring 
freight on to Macon. 

{t is understood that these roads are now fig- 
uring on a tariff, and that western freight 
coming over this route will be-considerably 
cheaper than the same freight coming by an- 
other route, | 

Fast freight schedules will be put on and 
the time will also be an important considera- 
tion for Macon people. 

It is said that the Savannah, Americus and 
Montgomery, when its western extension is 
completed, will join issues with one of the 
roads which will be built from Maconto Sa- 
vannah,the Macon and ‘Atlantic or Macon 
and Dublin,and go into Savannah. Colonel 
Hawkins says the papers seem to know more 
about this than he does. 

He says the Savannah, Americus and 
Montgomery is doing a good business and that 
the road is in good condition.

Reading as a Mass-Stimulas. 

Reading as a factor in mental improvement 
is of great value, and it goes without saying 
that that will be an intelligent people where 
the habit has become confirmed. To a certain 
extent we may predicate this of the American 
populace. It is a reading populace, and, while 
much may be read that could be improved 
upon, still the very fact of the reading, is not 
to be sneezed at. In spite of the cheapness of 
books the newspapers are more and more be- 
coming the literature of the people. Appear- 
ing regularly,every day, carrying on, as it 
were, a continual warfare for general enlicht- 
enment, amusement, and mental reflection, 
the vast amount of good done cannot be 
estimated. 

The Critic of last week brings out the value 
of any reading rather than intellectual apathy 
by recording the following: 

“When the Rey. Mr. Barnett, rector of St. 
Jude’s Church, iu the Whitechapel district, 
and one of the founders of Toynbee Hall, was 
in this country, not long ago, he asked what 
the peuple of our ‘east side’ did on Sunday— 
whether they read or slept. I told him they 
generally read, but that the papers they de- 
voured were not calculated toedify them. ‘It 
matters comparatively little about that,’ he 
replied, ‘so long as they do read; our people 
simply sleep; they are stupid and hopeless. 
The corresponding class in New York at least 
keep awake. There is life and hope with them, 
while with our lowest class there is little or 
none.“ 

If some of our friends who are so convinced 
that the Sunday paper is an instrument of evil 
could meet a few such wide-visioned men as 
the English rector they might modify their 
expressions, even if they changed not their 
views. The bitterest opponents of the meth- 
ods of modern journalism would hardly cail 
the newspapers dull, and indeed in certain cir- 
cles it is a fad to represent journalism as given 
over to fuss aud feathers, tempests in teapots, 
and the froth of life generally. Such critics 
need no reply. If our masses are more mobile 
and less hopeless it is to the American newspa- 
per that the improvement can be credited.

THE STORY OF MARY LEE

On the great plains of Kansas, seventy miles 
due north of Sheridan, there is a lonely grave 
on the crest of a sterile mound. It may be 
that no one could find the spot today, for the 
storm# of summer and winter wash great 
ravines in the earth and level even the hill- 
tops after a time. But I saw the grave twenty 
years ago, and at its head stood a board on 
which was painted. 
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Here lies 
Mary Eux LEE, 
who was 
killed by Indians 


on this spot after a heroic defense, 
in July, 1367. 
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As 200 cavalrymen grouped around that 
lonely grave every man uncovered his head in 
reverence for the dead, and the story of that 
young woman’s death has never been told 
around a campfire in the west without making 
men's hearts ache. 

This is the story: There were five or six 
families of emigrants journeying across the 
lonely plains, when they were beset by hostile 
Indians. Mary Lee wasa girl, only eighteen 
years old, and had been brought up on the 
Iowa line. The family consisted of father, 
mother, two sisters and a brother. The at- 
tack was made very suddenly, and Mary, who 
was riding her own horse, was cut off from the 
band. When she realized this, she turned and 
rode away and was pursued by seven Indians. 
This was at about 9 o’clock in the morning. 


Her horse carried her thirty-six miles before | 


he became exhausted, and when he fell she 
made her way to the erest of the mound and 
there scooped out a shallow rifle-pit, piled 
— up around it and prepared to die fight- 


ng. 

The Indians were three miles behind her 
when her horse gave out. She had a light 
Winchester rifle, which was fully loaded, but 
no extra cartridges. Her tirst shot killed an 
Indian and her second crippled another for 
life. The other five dared not charge her po- 
sition. On the second dav she killed another 
Indian, and the other four posted themselves 
in positions and waited for hunger and thirst 
to conquer her. On the third day they were 
joined by twenty of their band, but the girl 
was not attacked. On this day an Indian, who 
was creeping ‘up to spy upon her, was shot 
through the right lung, and the others con- 
tented themselves by a drooping fire at long 
range to harass her. P 

On the fourth day nota shot was fired. The 
weather was terribly hot, and the sun glared 
down on that mound until the grass withered 
and shriuelle and seemed about to flame up. 
On the fifth day, an hour after noon, the girl 
shot herself through the head, and was dead 
before ms one reached her. I afterwards 
talked with one of the warriors who was there, 
and he told me that she had been almost 
roasted alive by that fierce sun. She had 
neither food nor drink, and was little better 
than a skeleton. The Indians simply stood 
about and looked down upon her. She had a 
wealth of golden hair, but they did not scalp 
her. She had rings on her fingers, but they 
left them.there. They did not even take her 
rifle nor the saddle from her dead horse. 

Wnite squaw heap brave—fight hard—-no 
scalp!“ 

That was her eulogy. Two or three years 
later her scattered bones were collec and 
buried by a surveying party, and today her 
dust mingles with the sterile soil fifty miles 
from the nearest dwelling of one of her race. 
Bronzed and bearded Indian fighters, reckless 
and desperate cowboys, stern-faced and taci- 
turn pioneers have whispered the name of 
Mary Lee around the ovening cam fire a 
thousand times since her death, but ever and 
always with gentle tongue and a swelling of 
the heart. She was not only a woman, but 
she had died game, 


HARRY SILVERMAN, THE SOUTHERN CROOK, 


Arrested in Alabama After an Adventurous 
Criminal Career. 

Mempruis, Tenn., October 22.—The arrest of 
Harry Silverman at Sheffield, Ala., yesterday 
on the charge of procuring the name of C. C. 
Graaf as endorser on some notes under false 
pretenses, will probably close fora time the 
career of one of the most audacious swindlers 
that ever operated in the south. 


Six years ago, when Silverman was living 


at Indian Bay, Ark., he was commissioned to 
buy a ticket in the Louisiana lottery for a lady 
of that town. At the same time he bought 
one for himself. The lady's ticket drew 
$15,000. Silverman knew the number, and 
when he found it was a winner he went to the 
lady, told her he had won the prize and 
at 


her ticket so he could collect for her if she had 
won anything. She gave him the ticket and 
he started out in a buggy across the country for 
Clarendon or Brinkley to take the train. Pres- 
ently the lady’s husband arrived home. He, too, 
had got the number of the winning ticket, and 
realized that Silverman had procured his 
wife’s ticket by a trick. He started after Sil- 
verman, overtook him near Clarendon, and 
made him give up the ticket. Silverman came 
on to this city, however, told a thrilling story 
of how he had been robbed, and enjoined the 
lottery company from paying the prize. The 
case was never tried, however, as acompromise 
was effected by which the money was divided. 

There was a curious incident connected 
with that same ticket before it was sold to 
Silverman. Everybody knew Dink“ Haley, 
for many years a conductor on the Mississippi 
and Tennessee railroad, but now dead. Dink 

layed the lottery regularly. That month he 

ught two-tenths of the winning ticket. He 
observed later that his tickets were in the 
same thousands that had wou the month be- 
fore. With a gambler's superstition he argued 
that lightning would never strike twice so 
near the same place, so he exchanged them 
for two others. Thus he gave up $30,000 after 
having itin his grasp. The tickets were soid 
separately afterward, one to Silverman for 
the ladyand another to a farmer in this 
county. Dink never got tired of kicking him- 
self for his folly, and luck never came to him 
again. 

Silverman was not heard of for some time 
after leaving Indian Bay until the papers 
printed a harrowing account of his death by 
drowning at the mouth of White river. He 
was rafting logs and was seen by two compan- 
ions to fall off and go down, never to rise 
again. That was the story told by the alleged 
eye-witnesses, and at first it was believed and 
his untimely fate deplored by his friends. 
But Silverman’s life was well insured, and the 
insurance company wanted proof of death, 
as usual in such cases. Telling a yarn and 
swearing to it are two different things, and 
when it came to the latter the eye-witnesses“ 
weakened and finally acknowledged that Sil- 


verman had bribed them to tell the story of his 


death. The dead man afterward turned up 
alive and well in Texas. 


Indiana Alliancemen. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., October 22.—The State 
Farmers’ Alliance met here yesterday with 200 
delegutes present. An adaress was made by Pres- 
ident Thomas W. Force, of Shoals, advocating 
the measures Of che Ocala platform.

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Improved Mail Service in the Country. 

A few years ago, when the special delivery 
addition to our postal system was up for dis- 
cussion, TH CONSTITUTION called attention 
to the remarkable fact that all the improve- 
ments in the mail service seemed fo be in- 
tended to benefit the dwellers in cities—and 
to the further fact, equally remarkable, that 
this unseemly and unjust discrimination had 
never attracted the attention of those who 
were the victims of it. 

It is natural, of course, that the dwellers 
in cities and towns should enjoy the advan- 
tages which their situation gives them, but 
itis neither just nor democratic that they 
should ve given all the advantage of the 
latest improve uents of the postal system, 
while the people who live in the country are 
permitted to enjoy facilities that are not 
much of an improvement over those that 
were in vogue during colonial times. 

A republican organ, commenting on the 
suggestions we made, said that the people in 
cities were entitled to special privileges be- 
cause they pay for them. This is neither 
true nor suggestive of truth. One 
hundred men may contribute more 
money to the postoffice department 
than one man, but the one man pays 
just as much for what he gets as any one of 
the one hundred men. Moreover, it was 
never intended that the postal service 
should be a money-making business. All 
that has ever been attempted has been to 
make it self-sustaining. In this country the 
people are supposed to be the goverumen'. 
This was at least the idea of its founders, 
and the democrats have made it one of their 
cardinal principles. Under republican 
auspices the government has grown up into 
a hungry monster, destructive of prosperity 
and comfort, and absorbing into its oapa- 
cious maw the substance of the people. 

We think, however, the democratic idea 
is the correct one. The government is a 
government of the people, and the idea of 
the people reaping all the benefits of a sys- 
tem and then making money out of it is a 
preposterousidea. What the people need is 
a mail service which shall extend to all the 
people at least some of the benefits of the 
vast improvements which have been made 
during the last twenty-five years. 

Mr. Wanamaker is now making some ex- 
periments in the direction of extending free 
delivery in the country. These experi- 
inents, it should be remembered, are based 
on a democratic suggestion, and, while they 
may not be overwhelmingly successful, yet 
they are in the right direction. If they 
shall be accompanied by a more frequent de- 
livery inthe country districts it will be a 
matter for congratulation. In some of the 
suburbs of our larger cities there is yet no 
free delivery, nor has it yet been estab- 
lished in some of the smaller communities 
that seem to be entitled to its benefits. To 
begin with free deliveryin the rural dis- 
tricts, therefore, seems like putting the cart 
before the horse. A more frequent deliv- 
ery would mark arational beginning of an 
improved mail service in the country, this 
to be followed by free delivery in due order. 


Campbell Before the People. 
„A graphic writer describes in The Chicago 
Herald certain picturesque phases of Gov- 
ernor Campbell's campaign in Ohio. 

It is a remarkable campaign. The gov- 
ernor has only one prominent newspaper at 
his back — The Cleveland Plain Dealer. He 
is making the fight almost single-handed 
against McKinley, who is supported by a 
powerful press, and on the stump by Sen- 
ator Sherman and ex-Governor Foraker. 

But Campbell is making the gamest fight 
that ever bothered the republicans. He has 


been making two speeches a day, and be- 
~ tween now and the election will frequently 


make three speeches a day. He is drawing 
unprecedented crowds, and the enthusiasm 
is simply unbounded. Every hall he speaks 
in is jammed to its utmost capacity, and 
thousands stand outside in he streets cheer- 
ing tremendously when they hear the ap- 
plause inside. 
Nov, it takes a wonderful man, under 
such circumstances, to carry the people with 
him as Campbell is doing. The governor 
makes no set speeches, He cannot make 
the same speech twice. His humor, ready 
wit, fertile resources, repartee and by-play 
with the audience surpass anything ever 
seen in an Ohio campaign. Without/any of 
the so-called graces of oratory he is impress- 
ive and attractive. He has a superb figure, 
à massive, well-shaped head, bright eyes, 
brown hair streaked with gray, and a 
smooth-shaved face, with the exception of a 
mustache. His utterance is deliberate, 
giving extra furce to what he is saying. His 
voice is strong, and without apparent effort 
he can almost lift the rafters. His style is de- 
scribed as distinctively epigrammatic.

There isa movement going on in this 
country to raise money for the purpose of 
rescuing Mrs. Maybrick, an American woman 
who was convicted in an English court of 
poisoning her husband. At the head of this 
movement.is The New York World, and sub- 
stantial contributions have been made by 
members of Mr. Blaine's family. 

There is every reason why the case of this 
unfortunate woman should appeal to the 
sympathies of the southern people, and 
there is an especial reason why it should in- 
terest the people of this state. Mrs. May- 
brick is a southern woman and a Georgian. 
Her family is well known here, 

This young mother, separated from her 
children, is serving out a life imprisonment 
at hard labor. She was convicted of the 
murder of her husband on the charge of an 
insane judge to a jury intimidated by his in- 
flamed zeal against the all but friendless 
American woman. | 

The British home secretary, on looking 
into the case, has officially declared that she 
was not proved to be guilty of murder, and 
thereupon commuted her sentence to life im- 
prisonment. This commutation must be re- 
garded by all fair-minded men as a singular 
result of the element of doubt. If Mrs. 
Maybrick is not guilty of the crime of whieh 
she wasconvicted, of what is she guilty, and 
why is she sentenced to life imprisonment? 

Since the home secretary acted, a great 
deal of new and important evidence has 
been discovered, and it is for the purpose of 
reopening the hearing before that official 
that money is necessary.

Balfour, the New Conservative Leader. 

Balfour, the late chief secretary for Ire- 
land, who succeeds Mr. Smith as first lord 
of the treasury and conservative leader in 
the house of commons, is in many respects 
a remarkable man. 

The new leader, unlike his predecessor, is 
bold, cynical and aggressive. He is tall and 
lank, unconventional in manner but fully 
alive to the importance of dress. All that 
he claims is the ability to grasp the situa- 
tion, and the determination to stick to 
his policy. 

Without being eloquent, he is strikingly 
effective asa speaker. The strength of his 
volce, his haughty air, his pure diction 
and logical style compel attention. His 
reputation, it is needless to say, was made 
by his oppressive course as Irish chief 
secretary. He introduced the hated coer- 
cion bill, and during his administration pro- 
claimed districts, interdicted meetings, wor- 
ried the people with police spies, and sub- 
jected the Irish leaders to the most outra- 
geous indignities. During that exciting 
period when his conduct was under discus- 
sion in the house he sat in scornful silence, 
seldom deigning a reply to his opponents. 

This is the man who, at the age of forty- 
one, is the hope and mainstay of the tory 
administration. Perhaps it is well for Ire- 
land that her bitter enemy has been pro- 
moted. His extreme views and unpopular 
ways are not likely to win favor with the 
English masses if they have a due share of 
human nature. Give Balfour’ rope enough 
and he will hang himself yet. It is no rash 
prediction to say that a few months of his 
active leadership are quite likely to make 
him as heartily hated in England as he is 
in Ireland. 

Upon the whole, we are inclined to be- 
lieve that Balfour’s work for the adminis- 
tration will contribute as much to its down- 
fall as Gladstone’s work against it. 


The American Scourge. 

The annual mortality caused by diphtheria 
in this country would appear to point out 
that disease as the American scourge. | 

In 1880 we had 51.33 deaths from diph- 
theria for each 1, 0 deaths from all causes. 
This discouraging percentage is on the in- 
crease, especially in damp localities, and in 
cities-having brick pavements which favor 
damp conditions. ’ 

Just at present there is an epidemic. of 
this disease at Wilkesbarre, Pa., causing 
five or six deaths a day. The Philadelphia 
Press declares that this mortality is unnec- 
essary. Diphtheria when it first appears can 
be easily dealt with and checked. Delay 
allows itto spread from house to house. 
Schools and churches become its centers. 
Horses, cows, dogs and cats carry and com- 
municate it, and the air becomes charged 
with poison. The onlyremedy is immedi- 
ate isolation and disinfection at the start. 
In Michigan the law gives the authorities 
power to take prompt action. This has en- 
abled the state to cut down the deaths from 
this disase to one-fourth or one-fifth of the 
old figures. In one year Michigan has saved 
1,000 lives and prevented 5,000 cases by her 
judicious precautions, It is the opinion of 
The Press that Pennsylvania loses about 
five thousand lives a year that might be 
saved by proper isolation and disinfection at 
the start. ä 

Atlanta, with the exception of a few oc- 
casional cases, has always been free from 
this terrible scourge, but it is possible that 
humid conditions of the atmosphere may 
some day briug upon us a visitation, It is

With becoming respect for his patriotic 
services which, in other days wrought 
greater results for the political redemption 
of Ireland than either the eloquence of 
O' Connell or the statesmanship of Grattan 
we must insist that the severance of his re- 
lations with Gladstone was ill-advised and 
fraught with mischief to the best interests 
of his country. It is quite natural that 
the close friends of the dead leader should 
feel embittered against his foremost oppo- 
nents. But time will extract the sting of 
parliamentary defeat ang soothe the smart 
of the yet uncicatrized wounds of the Sligo 
and Kilkenney contests. It is only for a few 
months, at most, that the veriest blockhead 
will dare to brand Dillon as his murderer. 

With Justin McCarthy. we are inclined to 
think that peace will come over his grave.“ 
A member of parliament,”’ writing for The 
New York Herald, says: Mr. McCarthy will 
prove to be right, and the discords of the 
representative men of the Irish people will 
be buried in Parnell’s grave.

Such will be the outcome of the unex- 
pected demise of the fallen statesman. We 
must not forget that the cause of Irish in- 
dependence has assumed a new phase un- 
known to Emmet and Fitzgerald, and their 
fellow martyrs of former generations, 

It is no longer an internecine struggle 
between opposing religions, Catholic emanci- 
pation, which George the IV, a drunkard and 
debauchee, fought with desperation until 
“Cautious Peel’? and Grim Wellington“ 
tendered their resignations, is a half century 
behind us. The ‘‘curse of Cromwell’’ is not 
likely to be duplicated in an age when there 
obtains an entente cordiale between the 
pope andthe Protestant queen of England. 
The liberal constituencies of England, Scot- 
land and Wales fight as vigorously for home 
rule in Ireland as within the circle of 
their own hearthstones. Can it be believed 
that the boon of local self-government 
vouchsafed to Canada and Australia will be 
much longer withheld from Ireland? Pat- 
rick Henry, speaking of The Boston port 
bill, said the cause of Massachusetts is the 
cause of us all. This, making allowance 
for race differences, is the sentiment of 
liberalism throughout the British empire. 
Nowhere is it stronger than in England. 
When Bright failed to see this and Provi- 
dence removed him, Parnell made a simi- 
lar mistake, and he has joined his com- 
patriots on the other side. The day is at 
hand when a blow struck at the humblest 
Irish tenant in the remotest parish of 
Connaught will resound throughout the 
civilized world. 

In a single-handed contest with England 
and her dependencies, Ireland will always 
meet with disastrous defeat. But with the 
help of English liberalism it will triumph as 
in the disestablishment of the Irish church. 
It may not secure a local parliament, 
nor is that an urgent necessity, but it will 
secure adequate representation in the im- 
perial parliament, and with this all the ad- 
vantages of home rule, 

Then, with reform in the land-tenure sys- 
tem, which is sure to come, and.the cessa- 
tion of fratricidal feuds between orangemen 
and ribbonmen, Ireland will take on new 
life and from Londonderry to Queenstown 
the song and shout of redeemed Ireland will

EDITORIAL COMMENT, 


Or A RECENT fatal spider bite in New York The 
Sunsays: “Mr. Gustave Stein, who was recently 
bitten by aspider, died at 9 o’clock this morning. 
His physicians ascribe his death to pneumonia, but 
this does not preclude the poison from the spider 
from being the original and the true c use ot 
death. The bite was followed by blood poisoning, 
which in time gave way to hypostatic pneumonia, 
the result of the patient's enfeebled condition 
from the abscesses formed by the blood poisoning. 
This form of pneumonia must not be confounded 
with that which arises from exposure of the air 
passages in thelungsto sudden and prolonged 
cod. Hypostatic pneumonia is frequently the 
immediate cause of death in typhoid and other 
fevers. It is simply the result of weak circu- 
lation of the blood causing fluid to be deposited 
in the lungs which the ‘heart has not power 


enough to reabsorb in the ordinary way. It will-« 


be remembered that this was the cause of death 
in General Sherman's case. Death from the bite of 
a spider is a rare but by no means an unknownjoc- 
currence. The large in the southern 
part of this country are well known to give dan- 
gerous and often fatal bites. Ina lesser degree 
there is always the same danger from the bite of 
an ordinary spider. But the cause of death might 
more truly be set down to g want of inherent vi- 
in the bitten rather than the

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THE MAYOR'S VETO. | 
‘What Is Said About the Council's Je- 
tion on the Salary Question. |

Lawyers Opine That the Council Made a | 

Mistake—The Law and Custom. 
Will It Stand? | 


The city council’s action overriding Mayor 
Hemphill’s veto of the “salary grab’’ ordi- 
nance has developed into a sensation. It isthe 
talk of the town. 

The legality of the council’s action is 
sharply challenged by many citizens who are 
familiar with the Jaws and usages touching 
the overruling of vetoes. Many lawyers bold 
that each branch of the general council must 
vote upon it separately and that a two-thirds 
vote of the board of aldermen and a two- 
thirds vote of the council would be necessary 
to pass the ordinance in spite of the mayor’s 
veto. 

The mayor pro tempore made this ruling, 
which the city attorney sustained. Yet the 
general council thought proper to disregard 
and the ordinance was passed over the protest 
of those who opposed it. a 

Without exception, every lawyer who was 
questioned about it expressed the opinion that 
the council was wrong and that its action can- 
not stand the test of a judicial investigation. 

Said a prominent member of the bar, who is 
learned in constitutional law and the law of 
municipalities: ‘‘I have looked into the ques- 
tion with considerable care andIam fully 
convinced that Mayor Hemphill’s veto stands 
and the action of the general councilis null 
and void. The law, which is founded in com- 
mon sense and sustained by customs and a 
line of precedents that run back centuries, is 
that vetoes can be overridden only by a two- 
thirds vote. In congress, when the president 
vetoes a measure, the house votes on it and 
the senate votes. It requires la two-thirds 
vote in each body tonullify the president’s 
veto. This applies to all sorts of deliberative 
bodies.“ 

Another influential citizen thus expressed 
his views: 

The general council committed an egregi- 
ous error—such a blunder as Talleyrand char- 
acterizes as worse than a crime. The custom 
has been for each branch of the general coun- 
cil to vote separately on vetoes. Hitherto if 
the aldermanic board sustained the mayor, and 
if the councilmen sustained the veto, it ended 
the matter, and the measure vetoed was de- 
feated. In this instance one branch sustains 
the mayor and the other walks over him. 
Then the two wings meet together and pro- 
ceed to ride roughshod over the mayor. It is 
the prerogative, the constitutional right of 
the mayor to stamp with his disappro- 
bation any measure which seems 
to him objectionable. Mayor Hemphill 
gave the matter careful study. He saw no 
reason why the salaries of councilmen should 
be increased, and he promptly sat down upon 
what the people now stigmatizes as the ‘salary 
grab’. He is abundaatly sustained by the tax 
payers of the city.”’ 
ptSaid a distinguished ex-member of the general 
council: »The! eity council is substantially 
and technically wrong intits course.“, 

Many others were equally emphatic in sus- 
taining the mayor andin condemning the 
council. 

The editorial on this subject in yesterday’ 
Herald is as follows: 

Will Their Action Stand? | 


The action of the city council in passing on the | 
increase in salaries over the mayor's veto has been 
freely discussed by the public, who seem to be 
almost universally opposed to the policy. 

The manner in which the mayor’s veto was over- 
ruled is said, by leading attorneys, to have been 
an illegal violation of the custom in such cases. 

When the mayor pro tem. ruled that the vote had 
to be taken by the council and aldermanic boards 
separately, a position in which he was sustained 
by the city attorney, the council overruied it, and 
disposed of the matter jointly. 

The question now arises, was their action legal, 
and will it stand? 

The Herald feels satisfied that they violated the 
custom in such cases, and gains its opinion that 
the act was illegal from what lawyers say about 
the matter. 

Whether it was in conformity to law and custom 
or not, the action of the city council in voting an 
increase of $400 a year on council salaries was the 
worst stroke of policy that could have been 


made. 

Especially at this time should they be governed 
by a yn eye to encourage economical govern- 
ment, when there are so many necessary improve- 
ments denied the taxpayer for no r reason 
than “that there's no money in the treasury.“ 

But there will bea day of reckoning. Such a 
short-sighted policy will never be endorsed by the 
people who have to pay the increaze.

NEW YORK, October 22.— Tue stock market was 
much less active today than yesterday, and the very 
promising upward movement received a check, and 
the result of the day's trading is to leave most stocks 
fractionaliy lower than last evening.

Of the School Board Yesterday Af- 
ternoon. 


SUPERINTENDENT SLATON’S REPORT. 


A Great Deal of Routine Business Dis- 
charged—An Appropriation for the 
Boys’ High School. 


It was a quiet, an unsensational, meeting 
of the school board yesterday afternoen. 

At4o’clock, the hour for the meeting, only 
six members of the board were present, and 
the telephone was brought into requisition in 
securing a quorum. It was precisely 4:30 
o’clock when President Smith called the body 


to order. 

Besides the president, the following mem- 
bers were present: Dr. A. W. Calhoun, Judge 
W. R. Hammond, Mr. Hirsch, Captain Bray, 
Mr. Beatie, Mr. Kontz, Mr. Cassin and Mr. 


Thomson. 
Major W. F. Slaton, the secretary, read the 


minutes of the last regular meeting, which 


were confirmed. , 

Mr. Thomson, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, submitted a report, which shows an 
expenditure for the current mon th of $13,386.50, 

Superintendent Slaton read the following 


report: 

SUPERINTENDEN?’S OFFick, October 22, 1891— 
Gentiemen: On the first day of the present 
monththe Decatur street school was organized 
with tour grades, and was immediately filled by 

upils who could not be seated in other schools 

or want of room, desks notin use in Walker, in 
Wallace and in the Boulevard schools having 
been transferred to the Decatur street school, 
Tnose removed fromthe Boulevard school were 
replaced by larger desks, recently purchased, 
There are 222 seats and 222 pupils now in the new 
school and there is room for not another pupil. 
So soon as notice was given the public that an- 
other school would be opened, a new class of ap- 
plicants for seats appeared, so that now we are 
almost as much crowded by applicants for seats 
as before. 

The applications for seats in the central schools 
have also increased since your last meeting. The 
railroad men from Savannah, whose children 
cannot nud seats, are heavy in their expressions 
of disappointment. Every available seat has been 
filled and nothing more can le done to seat ap- 
plicants, now out, for want of robin. 

The experiment of placing ladies in the princi- 
— of the grammar schools nas thus far 
proved successful. The schools have been suc- 
cessiully pag my by them, and fewer complaints 
than usual on the part of parents. 

There are now 129 white teachers and thirty-six 
negro teacbers in the schools, making a total of 
165. Itis not to be expected that inso large a 


number all will be equally expert; the wonder is 


thatso many are successful. Mr. Wilson and 
mvself have each visited every school in the last 
twenty days and we are in accord in the opinion 
that the schoois are doing their best work, 

The night school does not number as many pu- 
Pils as provision is made for, and it is aserivus 
question how the boys whocannot attend the day 
echovols may be induced to accept the advantages 
which the city offers in the night school. The av- 
erage attendance is a little less than a hundred, 
and for tue past month has been taught by five 
teachers, Mrs. Walsh having been assigned to the 
fifts gr de of Crew street school in place of Miss 
Mattison, who is sick. Miss Mattison proposes to 
return toher work ina fewdays. Mr. Wilson 
says he does not need Mrs. Walsh. What shall be 
done with ber? 

The burglars have broken into the Calhoun, 
Ivy and Walker street schools, doing damage 
by breaking locks on teachers’ desks and carrying 
from Walker street school one of the clocks. The 
matter was promptiy placedinthe handsof the 
city detectives, but up to the present time 1 have

His errand wasunsuccessful, He re- 
turned and informed Colonel Darnell that 
Stanley refused to come, on the grounds that 
he was too sick. 

“He ain't any sicker than I am,” the officer 
added. 

The prosecuting attorney was not pleased, 
to say the least. 

*‘T shall move tomorrow morning.“ he said, 
„to have a physician appointed to look into 
this man’s physical condition, and see whether 
he really is too ill or too weak to come to 
court, 

Ohe thing is sure,“ the attorney continued, 
if Stanley is al] right, he is not going to con- 
coct devices, as others have done of late, 
to remain in jail for a good length 
of time, and then witkis lawyer raise a storm 
of complaint that he 3 imprisoned for a 
number of months, without being given a 
trial.“ 

Five days will without doubt determine 
Stanley’s fate.
